Those colored glass ornaments 
that we hang on our Christmas 
mas trees used to come from Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia and Poland, 
A small number were made in Japan. 
When the war cut off these supplies, 
American glass manufacturers, who 
had never bothered with these prod- 
ucts before, turned part of their fa- 
cilities over to making the pretty 
gewgaws. Mechanical methods were 
s00n developed that could blow as 
many ornaments in an hour as 
a European glassblower could make 
in a month. Thus modern efficien- 
cy may doom this picturesque little 
industry, carried on in the moun- 
tainous towns of eastern Europe, 

Ornament making is a_ typical 


“cottage industry’ in the little vil- | 


lages that cling to the steep moun- 
tainsides, Families specialize in cer- 
tain shapes and designs, patterns 


that may date back for hundreds of 
years unchanged, The father, using 
a bunsen burner, carefully blows 
the thin glass tubing to the de- 
sired shape, with the aid of an iron 
mold, His son acting as mold

A Christmas Charity 


Giving alms at Christmas origi- 
nated in the belief that the Christ 
came sometimes to the door dis- 
guised as a beggar during the holl- 
day season, and it was feared that 
he might be turned away unrecog- 
nized.

In 1540 when a plague was rag- 
ing in Switzerland, 12 plous men of 
Rheinfelden formed a brotherhood 
to pray for St. Sebastian's ald, and 
to nurse the sick and bury the dead. 
Pestilence in medieval times was 
ascribed to evil spirits in water, so 
the Brotherhood of St, Sebastian vis- 
{ted each of the town’s seven foun- 
tains, praying and singing hymns at 
éach stop. They still continue this 
custom, but only on Christmas Eve. 
For this ritual the 12 Brothers are 
dressed in black, with black silk 
top hats. At every fountain they 
gather around the lantern-bearer 
and sing a medieval song. The 
march begins at the Froschweide 
fountain, where the plague is sup- 
posed to have started three cen- 
turies ago.

WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1947, ordered an election to be held

next General Election, whichever 
is earlier, three months after the 
final adjournment of the Regular 
Session of the 1947 Legislature at 
which the amendment was pro- 
posed; and 

WHEREAS, the first special elec- 
tion three months after the final 
adjournment of the Regular Ses- 
sion of the 1947 Legislature at 
which the amendment was pro- 
posed will be held on ‘Tuesday, 
January 6, 1948; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the said 6th day of January: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E, 
Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 6th day of January 1948, an 
election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“Calhoun County Special School 
Tax: In addition to any taxes 
now authorized or that may be 
hereafter authorized by the Con- 
stitution and laws oi Alabama, 
there is hereby levied a special 
school tax of fifty cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of

Loans for Rice Growers 


Arranged by Government 
WASHINGTON, — Because of re- 
cent declines in prices, the agricul- 
ture department set up a govern 
ment loan program designed to as- 
sure rice growers not less than 90 
per cent of the parity price of their 
1947 crop, 

The department's Commodity 
Credit corporation will offer grow- 
ers loans on rice at rates averaging 
$1.69 a bushel for rough rice at the 
farm or at approved country ware- 
houses, 

Officials said this average is 
equivalent to 90 per cent of the July 
15 parity price of $1.88. Under farm 
laws, the government is required to 
support grower prices at not less 
than 90 per cent of parity for a pe- 
riod ending December 31, 1948.

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday 
following the expiration of three 
months after the final adjournment 
of the Regular Session of the 1947 
Legislature at which such amend- 
ment was proposed will be and 
occur on Tuesday, January 6, 1948; 
and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the said 6th day of January: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E, 
Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 6th day of January 1948, 
an election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“In addition to any taxes now 
authorized or that may be here- 
after authorized by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of Alabama, the 
several school districts of Etowah 
County, Alabama, shall have 
power to levy and collect a spec- 
ial district tax of fifty cents on 
each one hundred dollars worth 
of taxable property in such dis- 
tricts for public school purposes; 
provided, that a school district 
under the meaning of this section 
shall include Etowah County, ex- 
clusive of the municipalities of 
Gadsden and Attalla as one dis- 
trict, the City of Gadsden as one 
district, and the City of Attalla 
as one district; provided further, 
that the time such tax is to con- 
tinue and the purpose thereof 
shall have been first submitted 
to the vote of the qualified elec- 
tors in each such district and 
voted for by a majority of those 
voting at such election; and fur- 
ther provided that such election 
shall be held in the same manner 
as now provided for an election 
on the school district tax author- 
ized in Article XIX of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama; and be it 
further provided that the funds 
arising from the special school 
tax levied in any district which 
votes the same independently of 
the county shall be expended for 
the exclusive benefit of the dis- . 
trict as the law may direct.” 

I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues- 
day, the 6th day of January, 1948, 
upon the above set forth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 6th day 
of January 1948, in each county in 
the State of Alabama in a news- 
paper published in said county.

Danger From Tree 
Fire Ever Present 


Although the Christmas tree is 
one of the most picturesque Yule- 
tide ornaments, it is also one of the 
most dangerous, with the threat of 
fire an ever present possibility. 


Replacement of the candle by the 
electric light has removed some of 
the hazards formerly experienced, 
but danger still kirks from faulty 
connections or careless handling of 
bulbs and strings. 


To minimize the fire hazard, the 
department of agriculture offers 
two pertinent suggestions: First, 
keep the tree well watered and, 
second, fireproof it with ammonium 
sulphate or calcium chloride. 


To provide the tree with sufficient 
water, cut the butt on a slant at 
least an inch above the original cut, 
Keep the water level above the 
slashed surface. In purchasing a 
tree, always look for one that has 
been felled recently so that the 
needles have not dried, 


Fresh trees also are essential for 
flame-proofing. In using ammonium 
sulphate, a chemical content one- 
fourth the weight of the tree should 
be used, After dissolving one and a 
half pints of the ammonium in a 
pound of water, slash the stem of 
the tree and place it in the solution, 
Then, let the tree stand four to six 
days in the solution for complete 
absorption, Trees fireproofed in this 
manner will not be ignited by an 
electric spark. 
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The poinsettia has no Christmas 
legend and its adoption as a symbol 
or decoration for Christmas is 
of recent origin, In Spain it is known 
as the flor de noche-buene, and 
is connected with the sentiment of 
Christmas.

The State of Alabama had its 
128th birthday on December 14. 
It was on that date in 1819 that 


the territory of Alabama was 
admitted to the union. as the 
22nd State. The first white man 
to visit the region was Hernan- 
do de Soto, and in his journals 
he wrote full accounts of that 
trip along the Coosa, Alabama 
and Tombigbee rivers in 1539- 
40, more than 400 years ago. 

When Alabama entered the 
Union, a census was taken a 
few months later, and it show- 
ed that 127,091 people lived in 
the region. There has been a 
steady increasce in the popula- 
tion ever since.
